I feel nko that the great subject of Pop- 


ular Education has made substantial prog- 
ress in my time—progress in that which'I 
feel sure is tho right direction. We liavo 
in this State, a» they have in other States 
coma by slow degrees to a. clear compre- 
hension of the truth that the education of 
all men's children in this Republic is every 
man s interest and every man's duty—that 
I need a common school in my district, 
not because I liavo or have not children 
but because it is my interest that all child- 
ren should bo educated. 


Then, as to the great Temperance Re- 


form—probably not -yet comprehended, 
even by its advocates. "When I think of 
the largo proportion of the American peo- 
ple who have banded themselves together 
in a common resolve not to drink and not 
to incite others to drink, because they be- 
lieve our uounlry better without strong 
drink than with it, I feel that there 
is in such action not a moral purpose 
merely, but a moral attitude which may 
well challonRO the admiration of tho in- 
telligent and reflecting. It proves that 
there is in a republic like ours elements of 
Progrea«, and elements of improvement, 
which will tend ever and ever to tho puri- 
fication and elevation of the masses. I 
twice, in former years traveled over Eu- 
rope, and I found there many things bet- 
ter than we have here; but when I had 
crossed the British Channel, I traveled 
perhaps 2,000 miles on the continent, yet 
never oneo beard of a public meeting to 
promote education or temperance, or any- 
general or social reform. Now is it not 
Bomethingio be citizens in a republic like 
thisjwherein men and women in the hum- 
blest stations in life are considering by 
what menns they may promote the good 
of their fellows, and make the world bet- 
ter for their having lived in it ? 


I rejoice that so many great and good 


works have been promoted—some of them 
I may eay completed—in my day. 
iue 


success of these efforts had made easy and 
secure the triumphs which you in your 
lime will be called to achieve. In the 
faith that you will bo found equal to your 
high respousibilitieB, and that your victo- 
ries will surpass m 
hcnefice'iice those

»thia: Some poor devil ia arrerted for a 
p Utry offenoe. H« or she, as the case may 
t>e, may be the possessor of fire or ten dof- 
law, or may hare friend* who, by denying 
themselves the necessaries of life, might 
be abl« and willing to furnish a small sum 
for the release of the prisoner. 
While 


lying in the cell* of the station house, 
however, previous to being taken before 
the court, one of these birds of prey, who 
are ever on the alert, obtains admission to 
the unfortunate, and by the free use of an 
oily tongue and misrepresentations ol the 
benefit to be derived from having a friend 
at court, insinuates himself into the good 
graces of the party in durance vile, and 
entices him to hand over his cash. In a 
short time the ease is tried, the oily-tongned 
gentleman represents to the Court that hie 
client has been, guilty of a slight misde- 
meanor, but that he has expressed peni- 
tence therefor, and that he hopes the Court 
will be lenient with him. At this the pre- 
siding judge in all probability asseases a 
small fine, but all that the prisoner has on 
earth is in the pockets of the shyster, and • 
ho is forced to work out the sum in ques- 
tion at the workhouse, while his legal ad- 
viser stands coolly by. 


Another trick which is played with, 


varied success is the following: They 
promise to defend a prisoner, get his fee, 
and some other engagement intervening 
to prevent their attendance, do not put iu 
an appearance to deiend him. The party 
is sent to tho workhouse, and is thus, for 
a time at least, prevented from having bis 
wrongs righted. 


Fees to Saratoga Waiters. 


A correspondent of the Detroit Tninatff 


writing from Saratoga, describes the co- 
operation system which he asserts prevails 
among the hotel waiters at that famous 
watering place: 


" There is less red tape at a Saratoga 


hotel than at any other hostelry in Amer- 
ica. But there are more negroes. Yoa 
will have no trouble with anybody if you 
make it right with the blacks. This year 
tboy have it all their own way, and have 
reduced their system to the mort perfect 
working order. It U the old and time 
honored system of gratuities, but it is put 
upon a new and singularly exsct haqfo of 
co-operation.

charged at all tho first-class hotel*, say 
Jwe dollars a day for board, butthiaisa 
mere baggatelle; the roal expense is the 
gratuities, 
fill one of these hotels M 


full as you can get it with guests, and 
then there will still be three negroes to 
every one of them. Every negro expects 
to make enough in the three months' Sara- 
toga campaign to keep him all the rest of the 
year in affluence, and ho generally man- 
ages it, He extorts money from his vie- 
tuna at tbe rato of twenty-five cent, an 
hour. It is a worse tyranny than the 
trades unions. The black hydra cannot 
bo reached—you are completely at hia 
mercy. His fundamental theory is that 
tbe average American would rather be 
swindled out of his eye teeth than thought 
poor or parsimonious. It ia in the dining 
room that he has the American completerr 
at a disadvantage. Fail to give him fifty 
cenra at your first meal, and when yon 
come again your chair is turned over, and 
he waves you on with a lordly gesture. 
That gesture is contemptuous and tele- 
graphic. So far as you are concerned it 
means:

The only way to 
escape from this purgatory is to kneel at 
once to the firrt waiter you can find, ac- 
knowledge your error and pay him a dol- 
lar.

Auofber Sensation. 


The Saginaw Courier says: A point 


about half way between this city and St. 
Louis, Gratiot county, and a short distance 
from tho Gratiot plank road, was the 
scene of unusual excitement during the 
past week. On Friday of hist week, while 
laborers were engaged in digging a well at 
the locality named, eighteen feet from the 
surface a etrata or bed of granite rock w*a 
struck. This bed of granite is made up 
of fragments, large and em^ll pieces, Hav- 
ing a gravelly appearance. There was no 
dirt or sand. I*ieces of this granite rock, 
or granite formation, were preserved oa 
account of their peculiar appearance and 
remarkable weight. The piece shown to ua 
had the appearance of quartz, of granite, 
agate, and ttparHed in places with what 
appeared to be Stiver sand. Several pieces 
were taken to Saginaw City, and one was 
brought to this city. It bag been exam- 
ined by a number of gentlemen who pro- 
fess to be and should be posted in such 
matters, vrho assert that the glittering 
substance is genuine silver. As stated be- 
fore, this discovery baa created consider- 
able excitement in the neighborhood, and, 
several persons are on tbe ground digging. 
A small piece of silver taken from the 
largo quartz brought here, ianow in the 
possession of a gentleman of this city, for 
a teat. From what we have learned of 
this matter, wo are unable to give aa 
opinion, nor can anyone, probably, at thU • 
i iaae, say that silver in paying quantities 
can be fonnd on the ground. 


There is one peculiarity about the well 


that might be mentionedV Shortly after 
this granite or boulder formation waa 
reached, the well began" filling with water, 
until tho hole was completely filled and 
the water bubbled over. The water is in 
constant motion, not unlike an eruption, 
and a peculiar gas with a strong smell is- 
sues from the ground. Those who have 
visited tho oil wells of Canada say that 
tho smell is not unlike that found in th* 
oil regions, where the gas i» so strong 
that it can be used and burned the same 
ee that manufactured at the works.
